A GOOD IDEA. 


Issues of the utmost import- 
ance to the future development 
of Hongkong as a port are raised 
in the voluminous report which 
we give to-day of discussions be- 
tween the Genera! Chamber of 
Commerce 2nd the Gayernment 
rogarcing the various harbour 
schemes which are now engaging 
attention. We commend tp all 
interested in the well-being of 
the Colony a close ‘study of 
this ducument. the outstanding 
feature of which is the obvious 
desire of officials and commercial 
men to co-operate in the well- 
ordered development of the port. 
The subjects raised are of the 
highest importance, and so many 
interests are involved that much 
care and prudence will need ta 
be exercised before final decisions 
are reached. It is reassuring, 
however, ta feel that all concerned 
in the discussions are looking 
well abead. We evidently have 
in our midst men of vision who 
realise the necessity of taking 
long views. In.the development 
of the shipping facilities of 
the port, as’ in other spheres 
of activity. have, whilst 
giviug due- regard to current 
needs, to serve posterity also.
